Normally, the veins in the legs 
have many little valves in them which help 
in this process. -In older persons with dis- 
tended Veins, these valves no longer close 
well, end partly ds a result Of this, the 
ankles swell. Sometimes when this swelling 
dogs not quite go down. ‘at night all the 
person has to do to get more relief is to put
